On  September  27th,  twenty  seven  students  and 
six  chaperones  set  forth  for  Kejimikujik  National 
Park  armed  only  with  sleeping  bags,  tents  and 
enough  food  to  feed  the  armed  forces  of  a  small 
nation.  Their  enthusiasm  was  matched  only  by  the 
quantity  of  gear  each  seemed  to  bring,  and  with 
the  bus  fully  loaded  this  year's  Upper  Six  drove 
off  into  grammar  School  history. 

Our  first  day  was  occupied  with  determining 
which  tent  pole  went  into  which  socket  as  well  as 
the  challenges  of  "The  Ropes."  Mr.  Moffat  had 
provided  us  with  three  difficult  physical  challeng- 
es that  required  the  students  to  work  as  a  team  to 
solve  the  variety  of  problems  presented.

"At  first  I  must  admit  that  I  was  more  than  a  Mttle  intimidated  at  the  prospect  of  getting  up  here  and 
speaking  in  front  of  such  a  large  group  of  people.  Of  course,  this  lasted  only  until  I  realized  that  any 
mistake  I  may  make,  be  it  grammmatical,  inflective  or  otherwise,  can  be  directly  attributed  to  the  Halifax 
Grammar  School  English  Department  as  it  was  up  to  them  to  prepare  me,  and  indeed  all  of  us,  for 
occasions  such  as  this  one.  Luckily  for  both  myself  and  all  of  you,  I  believe  that  they  have  prepared 
me,  as  have  all  of  the  other  teachers  in  all  of  the  other  subjects  that  I  have  studied  over  my  eight  year 
tenure  at  HGS. 

This.  I  guess,  brings  me  to  one  of  the  main  themes  of  this  address;  that  being  the  theme  of  preparation. 
I  do  believe  that  no  matter  how  hard  we  struggled  against  it  in  the  past,  as  myself  and  the  rest  of  the 
graduates  head  off  into  university,  into  the  workforce,  or  into  both,  we  will  be  prepared  by  virtue  of 
our  education  here  at  HGS.  The  knowledge  that  we  received  about  the  world  around  us  in  our  various 
fields  of  study,  and  the  knowledge  of  ourselves  that  came  about  as  we  all,  in  our  individual  ways, 
learned  to  handle  the  curriculum.  (And  as  a  personal  aside  to  my  members  of  the  class  who  took  Mr. 
Marchand's  Theon  of  Knowledge  course,  don't  you  think  we  learned  more  about  ourselves  than  we 
ever  wanted  to  know?)  Of  course,  if  I  am  wrong  about  this  whole  preparation  issue,  my  life  could  be 
a  bit  of  a  nasty  surprise,  but  I  don't  believe  I  am  wrong,  as  my  education  here  has  given  me  one  more 
quality  that  I  forgot  to  mention:  courage  in  my  convictions. 

I  believe  that  in  order  to  succeed  here,  every  single  person  in  the  class  had  to  have  a  certain  amount 
of  courage  in  their  conviction  that  a  Grammar  School  education,  after  giving  us  a  thousand  term  papers,  tests  and  exams  to  lose  sleep  over,  will  give  us 
something  else  as  we  head  out  the  door:  an  advantage.  People  are  always  telling  my  generation  that  it  will  be  harder  for  us  to  succeed  than  it  was  for 
our  parents,  that  jobs  are  becoming  so  scarce,  that  it  is  harder  to  make  a  living,  etc.  In  the  face  of  all  of  this,  I  believe  it  would  be  foolish  for  someone 
not  to  take  advantage  of  all  the  opportunities  that  are  made  available  to  them.  That,  I  guess,  is  the  advantage  that  I  referred  to  just  a  second  ago.  Whether 
it  was  through  the  academics,  the  sports  teams,  the  debating  society,  or  whatever,  the  school  worked  hard  to  provide  us  with  every  opportunity  to  succeed. 
In  one  way  or  another,  as  well,  we  all  did  take  advantage  of  those  opportunities  and  that  is  why  we're  all  sitting  here  today.  The  Grammar  School  not 
only  opened  every  possible  door  for  us,  sometimes  it  pushed  us  through,  and  that  is  a  true  advantage  in  this  world. 

By  public  high  school  standards,  we  are  a  very  small  graduating  class,  yet  by  Grammar  School  standards,  we  are  a  very  large  graduating  class,  and 
therein  lies  the  duality  of  diversity  and  community  that  characterizes  our  class.  We  are  an  incredibly  diverse  collection  of  individuals,  and  it  would  not 
be  at  all  difficult  to  find  two  class  members  who  would  disagree  on  everything  from  music  to  fashion,  from  literature  to  politics.  It  would  also,  however, 
not  be  at  all  difficult  to  find,  in  any  one  class  member's  photo  album,  a  group  photo  of  the  lot  of  us  standing  in  the  rain  in  Quebec,  in  the  woods  in  Keji, 
or  at  the  top  of  whatever  that  huge  monument  was  in  Boston.  I  guess  what  I  am  trying  to  say  is  that  the  diversity  of  the  individuals  in  my  class  in  no 
way  diminished  the  sense  of  community  that  existed. 

Apart  from  the  education  we  have  received  here  and  apart  from  the  knowledge  that  we  gained  here,  we  also  leave  HGS  and  something  else;  memories. 
I  will  never  forget,  for  instance,  watching  Ben  get  his  then  long  hair  permed  in  Boston,  or  watching  Liza  jump  in  Halifax  harbour  after  I  bet  her  $20  that 
she  wouldn't.  I  will  never  forget  trying  to  get  under  a  shop  awning  with  the  entire  rest  of  the  class  in  a  torrential  downpour  in  Quebec,  nor  will  I  forget 
helping  to  drag  a  certain  classmate  home  who  happened  to,  shall  we  say,  overindulge  himself  in  one  of  the  Quebec's  many  nightclubs.  It  is  memories 
like  these  that  have  made  my  stay  here  so  vivid  in  my  mind,  and  just  remember;  I  learned  that  if  you  cannot  remember  what  you  may  have  done,  don't 
worry,  all  your  friends  probably  have  Polaroids  and  videotape. 

The  class's  small  size  allowed  us  to  get  to  know  each  other  fairly  well  and  has  also,  over  the  years,  allowed  our  teachers  to  get  to  know  us  as  individuals, 
on  a  personal  level  we  will  not  be  experiencing  in  the  500  person  classes  so  common  in  first  year  university.  They  were  able  to  know  us  personally  and 
teach  us  personally,  and  thereby  equip  us  with  the  skills  that  they  felt  we  most  needed,  on  an  individual  level,  to  prosper  in  life.
